Eisenhower to 
Make Final Tour 
To Fight Apathy 


Hopes to Stimulate 
Large Turnout 
At Polls on Nov. 2

WASHINGTON HP — President 
Eisenhower said today he hopes 
to make a flying tour of about four 
cities Friday in an effort to stir 
the voters out of what he called 


I apathy and stimulate a large turn 
out 
at the polls 
for the Nov. 2 
elections. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower told his 
news 
conference 
that 
because 
of 
a 
crowded schedule, Friday of this 
week would be tho only day 
he 
could get away before the clee 
tions 
He said he expects to make 
a definite decision about the trip 
within a few hours. 
The President will not fly in 
a 
government plane, but use a char­ 
tered commercial craft. 
He will 
make a maximum of four stops 
which h»' did not identify. 
He will 
appear only at airports. 
He said he would like to get out 
for at least one day and do a bit 
of stirring up, dramatizing his de­ 
sire to get out a big vote. 
He said he hart received com-j 
plaints of voter apathy, complaints 
which he docs not understand and 
which he wants to remedy. Asked 
whether he thought 
this apathy 
stemmed from voter “ disenchant­ 
m ent” with the administration pro 
gram , tho President with obvious 
displeasure shot back at his ques­ 
tioner what did the reporter ex­ 
pect him to answer. 
Too Much Satisfaction 
Mr. Eisenhower added that one 
reason for the voter apathy w a s ’ 
as 
he 
put it—the 
United States 
feels they have gotten what they 
want and why worry. There is too 
much satisfaction.

The President declined to pre 
dict the outcome of the elections 
Tuesday,

know what he believes. He said he 
is working for something, believes 
in it and is continuing to work for

Although declining to make

hope.

He said he would not regard 
the election Tuesday as a vote of 
confidence for or against him per­ 
sonally or his administration

Eisenhower said that from 
many 
messages he had received

learned that the people will not 
put him in the election 
That, he 
added, was the complaint 
from 
the Republican side in addition to 
the complaint of voter apathy.

New Plant to 
Locate in 
Ordill Area 


CARTERVILLE. Ill 
apu_A new- 
industrial plant employing 200 to 
300 persons at the start with a po- j 
tential employment of 3.000 will 
be located in the Ordill industrial 
arca near here in the next few 
months. Frank Haske. executive 
vice president, Servosonics Instru­ 
ments Co., St. Louis, said today. 
Haske said the new organization 
is expected to start preparations 
for operation of the plant 30 day* 
after appointment of a plant man 
ager and his staff and depending 
on agreements reached with the 
Armed Forces. 
Businessmen and other persons 
in the .southern Illinois area will 
be asked to provide a building of 
100,000 square feet for the plant 
on a lease purchase agreement. 
Haske said the new company 
will experiment in high altitude 
instruments for military and peace­ 
time use. 
It also expects to do 
research connected with develop­ 
ment of atomic energy.

At hi* news conference, he vigor 
ously defended the contract which 
has become an issue in the con 
gressional election campaign be­ 
cause of Democratic criticism 
The contract calls for the govern 
mcnt to buy <>00,000 kilowatts of 
power for 25 years from a new 
private electric plant to be built 
I by the Dixon-Yates utility combine 
at West Memphis. Ark 
The power 
would go to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority to replace TVA power 
used by the Atomic Energy Com 
mission. 
Critics have charged that the 
contract, approved by the AEC 
but not yet signed, is a rich plum 
for the Dixon Yates combine and 
that it will cost the government 
far more than the same power 
would cost if generated by TVA 
Mr. Eisenhower told reporters 
that the Joint Congressional Atom 
ic Energy Committee has the final 
word on approving the contract 
The Committee will begin hearings 
on it next month, and Mr Eisen 
hower said he is confident that if 
the 
congressmen 
find 
anything 
wrong with the terms they will 
make it public 
But he said he already feels sure

have been perfectly and

The series is the second in Rus­ 
sia this year. The increasing fre­ 
quency of the Soviet tests impress­ 
ed responsible sources here as an 
indication of progress in the Reds* 
struggle to catch up technically 
with the U. S weapons program. 
Before this year the Russians stag­ 
ed atomic 
tests in September, 
1949; October, 1951, and August- 
Septembcr, 1953. 
Presume Test Is Unusual 
The commission refused to say 
whether the new tests have been 
of atomic or hydrogen bombs. But 
it used the word “ nuclear” which 
could mean either one or both. 
Informed sources 
pointed out, 
however, that the chief significance 
of the announcement was that it 
was iw ied at all. In August, 1953, 
after reporting a Soviet H-bomb 
test, followed by a series of atomic 
shots, the AEC said it would not 
announce Russian nuclear experi­ 
ments in the future unless they 
were unusual. 
So the tests now going on in 
the 
USSR 
are unusual—a word 
hardly applicable to routine tests 
of new A bomb models That, qual­ 
ified observers said, means that 
at least some of the weapons in 
the new tests were H-bombs. 
The Soviet ll bomb tested Aug. 
12, 1953, has been estimated by 
experts here as equal in destruc­ 
tive force to a million tons—or 
one megaton—of TNT. 
Presumably the newest 
Soviet 
models are tougher than that. In­ 
asmuch as the Russians have m as­ 
tered the H-bomb’s thermonuclear 


fusion reactions, it is reasonable 
to assume their newest “ super” 
is in the multi-megaton range, it 
was said.

Association's

The report meeting is a f o ll o w 
up for a series of township and 
neighborhood gatherings conducted 
by local farm ers all over Illinois 
during October. 
Four more re

t h i s 
week in Champaign, Jacksonville, 
Galesburg, and DeKalb 
Otto Steffey, vice president of 
the state wide Farm Bureau or 
ganization and chairman of 
t h e 
meeting, explained that tin' pro 
gram is to help determine what 
resolutions shall be placed before 
the* voting delegates at the IAA’s 
annual meeting in Chicago Nov 
15 18. 
While the reports are advisory, 
they will help the tentative resolu 
tions committee write its final re 
port, Steffey told farm ers at the 
meeting. 
Seventy four leaders here report 
ed local and state issues and m ar 
keting problems are foremost in 
farmers* thinking 
Township and county road prob 
lems, senatorial reapportionment, 
teacher tenure, water use. and a 
clean up of comic books were high 
on the list of topics given space 
in the 30 county reports 
The new Social Security law as 
it relates to farm ers came in for 
discussion in each of the counties 
Most reports favored making the 
law optional 
“We believe in the 
right of a minority to refuse gov 
em inent assistance,” said one. 
Typical of about 
two third 
of 
the counties in this area, Wash 
ington county reported a prevail 
ing sentiment for increased fed­ 
eral appropriations for agricultur­ 
al research and education. 
Some 
of the farm ers wanted emphasis 
placed on m arketing and packaging 
research. 
While generally quffet on nation 
a1 farm policy, 
most 
counties 
touched on this field with recoin 
mendations similar 
to this one 
from Jefferson county 
‘‘Diverted 
a c re s should not be placed in the 
basic commodity crops and should 
be placed in the soil fertility bank 
program .'’
